The impres- 
sion was obtained that the field was also used as a military 
air field* (Location see ^nnex). 
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September 1 948 

Light eon IL-2s 5 which were serviced by about 40 Polish soldiers, 
were parked at the southeastern comer of the W AKSAW- OKE OIL air- 
field in September 1948„ Two five-story concrete buildings 
were located at the northern field border. The Polish Air 
Lines was housed in one of these buildings* an airfield hotel 
and a Soviet air transport office fbn the other. An underground 
fuel dump was located on the eastern field border and five, 
apparently new hangars southwest of the field*
